The land- 
owners have given portions of land, often extendii.g 
to many acres, at rents varying from £1 to £10 a 
year, to an energetic tenantry. The people have 
set to work “with a will,” and, from that 
passion for land which is peculiar to the 
Irish peasant, have reclaimed* portions of bog 
and sanddrift by the most persevering industry. 
Once they succeeded in getting the short grass” 
to grow, they procured a cow or two, and thus 
graduelly they were increasing their grass land and 
their cattle, when this visitation came upon them, 
and fell the more heavily upon those whose industry 
had given them something to love. ‘These people 
will not enter the poorhouse ; they will die at their 
hearthstones first. We know something of Erris, 
and we state that if there be one peculiar charac- 
teristic of the peasantry, it is an absolute horror of 
the workhouse. The man who enters it thinks him- 
self lost beyond all hope of recovery, and that he 
has fixed an indelible stigma of disgrace upon bis 
kith and kin. 

This benefaction of 65 tons of meal will by no 
means alleviate a tithe of the distress which pre- 
vails. There is need of more, much more; nor 
should we rest contented with merely relieving im- 
mediate want. The seeds have been consumed to 
support life, and it is very questionable whether 
there is time now to prepare the land to sow and 
till, where the summer is so brief, and the winter 
has progressed so far into spring. ‘There will be need 
of Christian benevolence to enable the people to out- 
live next winter. Mr. Cardwell, indeed, talks blandly 
of the operation of the Poor Law, but he knows 
little of Ireland, and less of Erris. In this country 
we have not yet progressed so far in the cold 
doctrines of a political economy as to think the 
best thing we can do with our people is to immure 
them to droop and die within the walls of a poor- 
house. 

We read yesterday, in one of those Parliamentary 
papers which are so unattractive, yet so well worth 
our study, that £1,400,000 had already been thrown 
into the sea at Ilulyhead; with what result the 


history of the escape of the Great Eastern 
can tell. Why could not a tithe of this 
money be granted for the improvement 


of Frris? Hundreds of thousands of reelaimable 
acre: lie from 20 to 100 fe tabo e the level of the 
sea, with streams, as natural arteries from drainege, 
only requiring a skilful hand to cover them with 
crops of oats and barley. Attempts have been made 
to reclaim some lands by companies, but they at- 
tempted too much at the outset, and under the 
temptation of getting land at hall-a-crown an acre, 
“they leased mountain sides where the elevation 
“was 1,000 miles above the level of the sea.” They 
built, they drained, manured, and sowed, but the 
rain and mist settled upon the ground: the potatoes 
were so wet as to be uneatable, and the corn was 
green in November. The ruins of buildings high 
up upon the mountain sides alone remain to tell of 
an enterprise which had more patriotism than 
wisdom. 


From Mr. Knight's book upon the capabilities of 
Erris, and the Rev. Cwsar Otway's “ Erris and 
“ Tyrawly,” we know thatthe “ shallow bog sur- 
“faces of Erria, where the r level is low, and where 
protected by sheltering mountains from the terrible 
“North winds of tne Atlantic, the lands are highly 
“improveable.” Lime may be had on the spot; 
gravel is to be found under the surface; manure 
may be got from the sea, which roars and chafes 
along the shore. I here are fine rivers, swarming 
with trout and salmon; there are noble lakes; there 
are estuaries and harbours where all the navies of 
Europe might ride at anchor. If the £320,000 
which has been spent upon the sandstone fortifica- 
tions of Bermuda had been invested in improving 
Erris, the distress which now prevails would nit 
have vecurred. 

But storms purify the air, and a fever sometimes 
gives a new lease of life, We have suddenly found 
that we possess a romantic aad beautiful region, 
known to” few; that we have a primitive people, 
hardy, honest, and industrious, visited by misfor- 
fune ; that Protestant and Roman Catholic, forget- 
ting their differences, are united in a holy endeavour 
to save life, and, what is of as much value as lite, 
independence.

GARIBALDI’S EXPEDITION TO SICILY. 


A Turin let er says, one only name, that of Garibaldi 
and one only faet, Garibaldi’s etpedition to Sicily, oc- 
dupy publle attention exclusively. The correspondent 
of the “ Daily News’’ describes the departure of the ex- 
pedition from Genoa, on the 5th May, at midnight. It 
was composed of 2,200 volunteers; three steamers 


were lying in the offing, to which they were conveyed 
in detachments, from various points, along a range of 4 
or & miles of coast. The concentfation of any large 
body on a given spot was avoided, not to bring addi- 
tional perplexity on the Government. Nearly 5,000 
persons of all kinds flocked to the beach to bid the gal- 
, lant adventurer God-speed. As usual with Garibaldi’s 
” volunteers, they were of every grade and calling—solici- 
tors, artisans, and physicians, down to peasants and 
workmen, The enthusiasm of the troops in the gar- 
rison at Genoa has been so roused that it was 
necessary to confine them to their barracks to prevent 
their deserting te enrol theniselves. Garibaldi has 
sanguine hopes of cutting ont some one or other of the 
Neapolitan frigates which are on the watch for his 
appearance. Medici, Garibaldi’s able lieutenant, is to 
start in four or five days with 2000 more volunteers. 
Events are threatening at Genoa. It was generally 
expected that Lomoriciere would make a descent on the 
Romagna in a few days.

DISTRESS IN ERRIS, Co. OF MAYO. 
To THE EDITOR OF THE 1 ten TIMES, 

Sin. —Ilaving visited the Barony of Erris several times 
during the prevalence of the terrible famine of 1847, which 
prev iiled with peculiar severity mm that miserable district, I 
was lately induce| to pay it another visit. from a desi-e to 
satisfy myself respecting the reports which have reathe | the 
of the approach of another period of very great distress. 
In the hope of stimulating some measures of relief, I will 
proceed, with vour permission, ta give a short sketch of the 
country, and of what I witnessed ther-. 
This wild and remote tract, described with pieture-que 
fidelity in the late Rev. Cwar Otwav's li¥ely account of 
* Erris and Tvrawly,”’ otcupies the north-western portion of 
the county cf Mavo, having the Atlantic on the north and 
west, ihe whole northern portion presents a range of lofty 
cliffs to the ocoan—forming. as far as Í am aware, the most 
extensive and the most sublime scenery of that kind in the 
British Islands, The greate t elevation of these cliffs is at- 
tained in Benwi, near the entrance of Broadhaven, whee 
it is 825 feet, being many huadred feet higher than Fair Head, 
in Antrim, or Moher, in Clare. 
The interior of the country, with few exceptions, is as 
Ireary and unattrectivs as possible, consisting of a vast 
expanse of bog and moorland, interepersed with mountain 
ranges of inconsiderable height; exe pt in the district of 
‘ally croy, is the neig!.bourhoot of Achill, where they attain 
an elevation of 2.20% get, Considering the dreary, waste, 
and unproductive aspect of the country, the population o 
Nrris ia considerable, amounting to nearly 20.000, It was 
28,000 before the famine.

Early in September, Erris was visited by a succession of 
tempes uous winds, which did so much injury to the potato 
ilossoms that the result was little more than half a crop, and 
thus seriously limited the meant of subsistence. ‘This mia- 
fortune was -peetily followed by the unprecedentedlyv earl, 
severe, and protracted winter, from which the whele country 
has suflered so much. But in Erris, where there are no 
trees, no shelter, and at the best of times but scanty her- 
unge for cattle, the results were most disastrous, In order 
to keep their cattle alive, the owners were obligel to share 
vith them their little etores of potatoes, and even to devote 
ro this purpose the oats which thew depended on for sewing 
their land. fer all, in a great many cases the cattle died. 
I found one house left empty and deserted, from which the 
en int had fed after he hal seen his whole «teck of eighteen 
Sead of cattle perish around him. Inside and outside the 
cabin were portions of the ske'etons,. In another cabin ] 
fund one end, according (> custom, cecupit by the famiiv— 
while at the other end lay the rémains of three cows which 
nad died the night before. Indeed all the cattle that I saw 
were at death's door, so lean and miserable that they were 
hardly abl to stand, and quite unfit to be driven to better 
pasture in other pirts of the county, 

Having consumed their potatoes and oats, and lost their cat - 
tle, the unhappy people are deserving of the de pest com- 
pon and of the most prompt assistance. As far as l can 
sage, they cannot be con«idered as in any decree to blame 
for their present miserable condition, I admired the in- 
du-try and energy which.as far as the eve could reach, were 
tte pring the reclamation of the dreary, barren, treeless. 
she t-rlera wilderness oft og and mountain, The pout sufferers 
in Ferris are precisely in the condition in which we in Dublin 
mould flad ourselves H we hal heen visited by a conflagra- 
tionor an catthquake. Even the tishing season has been un- 
propitious, And it is tho-e who have shown the most 
“nergy and accumu ated the greatest amount of property in 
cattle who have been the greatest sufferers, In irving to 
cave them they have lost all; and in the remoter least 
sheltered districts near the coast, there ate at this present 
writing hundreds who bave no prospect before them but 
starvation or the workhouse. Of these a large proportion have 
evinced a spirit of indepondence, and are filled with a love 
for their little firesides, which make the position of absolute 
minperiam, which is the esntial en lit a of wo ‘hou re- 
lief, eapainfulto them us it would be to ourselves It ix 
terrible to think of the scenes of poverty and starvation | 
have witnessed during my short Visit, add to feel how difi- 
cult itis to relieve ir, 

Suppose that all the sufferers were to accept of workhouse 
relief (and | am convinced that hundreds would sooner perish 
on their cabin floora than resign their little holdings), a large 
addition would be made to that mass ef pauperiam from 
which the country has been gradually escapiag for some 
vears past. Whereas, if some combined judiwious effort were 
now made to afford tenporary relief, m my thousands of as 
primitive, as innocent, and as peaceable a population as any 
in the Three King:loms Would be released from the greatest 
suffering and indignity which auy self-respecting population 
could spprehend, Numbers bave emigrated with the wrecks 
if their property, but there are thousands who cannot make 
their escape in this way.

We hove travelled, but have never 
seen so interesting a spot as the Seven Churches at Gh nda- 
laugh. On viewing the ruins of those churches, our thoughts

Te-day we learn 
trom Belgic papers that a statue having been lately put 
up at Alost, to Martens, the printer, born there, for 
being the “earliest” typographer in Belgium, 1471

turns out that in the archives of Louvain an inventory

It is now admitted that the principal differcnce be- 
tween France and Switzerland on the affair of Savoy is 
this :—Switzerland maintains that the neutralisation 
of North Savoy was established, not only in the interest 
of Sardinia, but also for the defence of Swiss neutrality, 
and especially for the protection of Geneva and the 
passage of the Simplon; while, on the other hand, the 
French Government insists with much persistence, and 
especially in M. Thouvenel's last note, that the neutra- 
lisation was accorded in 1814 and 1815, exclusively in 
the interest of Sardinia, and that it only imposes an 
obligation on the Swiss Confederation. The Swiss Go- 
vernment has, as you are aware, supported its views 
by historical documents in its AMemoire of last year ; 
and these views are corroborated by official documents 
ot much interest which M. Adolphe Pictet (son of M. 
Pictet de Rochemont, of Geneva, who negociated at 
Vienna when the Congress was sitting on this question) 
has published in the Journal de Geneve of the Sth inst, 
Now, it would appear that the notes and correspondence 
now first given to the world furnish the undeniable 
proot that the neutralisation was accorded, not only in 
the interest of Sardinia (which, by the way, the Swiss 
Government has never denicd), but also and especially 
for the military defence of Swies neutrality. I content 
myselt with extracting the following passages from these 
documents :— 

Extract froma note addressed by M. Pictet de Roche- 
— to Lord Castlereagh, on the 7th of February, 

815, 

" We conjure you, my lord, to reflect on the notable ad- 
Vantage there would be as well for Switzerland as for the 
King of Sardinia, and for us (Geneve), in placing the part of 
Savoy which, by the lreaty of Paris, remains militarily se- 
parated trom Piedmont unser the eafeguard of the Lleivetic 
neutrality. Ihe desire which France has evinced to neutral - 
ise the route of the Simplon would be for us to hope for her 
adhesion. If this arrangement could not take place it would 
be well to supply it by something which should bind the 
King of Sardinia not to exchange or to cede to any other 
State than to Switzerland any part of the territory above 
mentioned.” 

in the Memoire to be communicated to the Cabinets 
of London, St. Petersburg, Vienna, and Berlin occurs 
this passage:— 

_“ From the manner in which the frontier of Savoy has 
been fixed at Paris, asingle march would suffice for a French 
rorps Tarmee to cut off Geneva from the Valais, to leave the 
DP .edmontese troops without the power of retreating, to take 
possession of the detiles, and to establish itself on the south- 
ern shore of the lake.“ 

And the following passage from the report of Colonel 
Fiasler, Quartermaster-General of the Swiss Confedera- 
tion, dated the loth of August, 1815, shows in what 
point of view, and with what object, the neutralisation 
of the Sardinian territory was demanded and ob- 
tained :— 

“In the case when that part of Savoy which still belongs 
to France should return to Sardinia, some further extension 
of neutralised territory should be demanded. My opinion 
As that this presents no difficulty in execution, and great ad- 
vantages for defence, in so far as neutralised countries are 
found under the sovereignty of a Prince relatively of little 
power, to whom that neutrality secures advantages, and who 
may have a greater interest to preserve it. 

“ But the case would be different if that Sovereign was a 
powerful Prince, and especially if his power was essentially 
military. The neutrality would then be absolutely contrary 
to the spirit of bis government, aud would occasion incessant 
complications and dissensions.” 

It is desirable that the French Government should 
study with some attention these new diplomatic and 
historical documents, which show that its argument 
about this neutralisation Laving been stipulated solely 
in the interest of Sardinia, and that it does not constitute 
rights, but merely obligations for Switzerland, is con- 
trary to fact. It would, perhaps, enable it to take a 
different view of the claims of Switzerland ; and it 
might lead to the satisfactory solution of this question, 
which is quite as much in the interest of France as in 
that of Switzerland and of Europe. It will not fail to 
strike the Conference (if Conference there be) that, if 
the affair be allowed to remain unresolved, it must per- 
petuate an unpleasant state of things, injurious to the 
sá interest of both countries.—Correspondent of the

PRUSSIA AND GERMANY. 

The Independance has the following: 

Prussia has a double policy in Germany. She de- 
sires not only to represent the constitu and liberal 
tendencies of the populations, but to be the supporter of 
their national and Germanic aspirations. The recent 
debates in the Chamber of Deputies at Berlin, on the 
Hessian Constitution, have caused the first of these 
tendencies to be manifested; and the other was ex- 
pressed not less clearly in the discussion which has just 
taken place in the same Assembly on the dissensions 
between the Duchiesof Schleswic, and Holstein and Den- 
mark, These dissensions are of long standing. In 
1848 they caused between those two eountrics a war, in 
which Germany took part against Denmark, and which 
ended in the patching up of an unsatisfactory peace.

Ile did not know with whom 
it originated, whether with the commissioners or in the 
Irish office in London ; but wherever it originated it 
was concocted without any cencert with Poor Law 
Guardians, whose experience would be the best guide in 
the matter, and who best knew the wants of the rate- 


ers. 

Fh Place— There is no uncertainty about its origin. 
It was prepared by Mr. Cardwell and the Attorney- 
General. 

Mr. Byrne—The bill is not the production of Mr. 
Cardwell and the Attorney-General alone. Some of ite 
provisions were in Lord Naas’ bill, and, in fact, it has 
been the shuttlecock of several attorney-generals. Mr. 
Byrne then proceeded to show that from the shortness 
of the time which had elapsed since the introduction 
of the bill into Parliament, a sufficient opportunity 
had not been given to consider its provisions, many, 
of which, however, at a glance were quite objection- 
able. It was, for instance, | by it

As to that clause of the bill which 
related to the admission of parties into the workhouse 
hospital who were able to pay something for their care 
and attendance in them, he thought it a good one, for 
there were many people who would rather, under such 
circumstances, enter workhouse hospitals than charitable 
hospitals. Then, as regarded the operation of the bill 
in this respect, it should be recollected that the 
bill apphed to all Ireland, and not exclusively to 
Dublin. Though there might be some objectionable 
clauses in the bill, there were unquestionably many 
v.iasble ones. He would merely refer to the power 
given by it to send out children to be nursed in the 
country. They were all aware of the mortality of in- 
fants in workhouses. In fact, it was almost certain 
death to admit an infant into a workhouse. In order, 
then, to save the lives of infants, he thought they should 
press upon the Government the ay of passing a 
clause, allowing them to leave children in the country 
until they were twelve years old. 

Mr. Rogers—Seven years would be quite long 
enough. 

Mr. Place—But not only would the lives of the chil- 
dren be saved by this means, but, by having them 
brought up among farmers, they would get a family 
rearing which they did not get there, and they would 
learn to respect tamily authority, which they could not 
find there. From their earliest years they would learn 
household duties, and they would gradually acquire a 
knowledge which would render them fit to be members 
of society. At present they knew nothing. It was a 
lamentable fact that there were numerous girls in that 
louse whose education totally unfitted them for sup- 
porting themselves in the world. They knew nothing of 
household duties. They could not knit or sew. Nay, 
many of them did not know how to use a kni‘e or fork. 
cup or saucer, and were, in fact, as ignorant of the ele- 
ments of civilisation as a tribe of American Indians.

Mr. Hope Scott addressed the committee on behalf of 
the bill, which was an act to enable the Grand Canal 
Company to sell their canal to the Midland Great Wes 
tern and the Great Southern and Western Railway 
Companies of Ireland. The principle of the bill was 
unquestioned, and all§ parties, including her Majesty's 
Government, admitted the importance of passing some 
such measure; bat a question was raised by the Govern- 
ment, as to whether better terms could not be intro- 
duced into the bill for the safeguard ot the public. The 
Grand Canal ran from Dublin to Sallins, thence by 
Tullamore to Shannon Harbour, with branches from 
Sallins to Corbally, from Robertstown to am. 
and from Shannon Harbour to Ballinasloe. t 
would thus be seem that ithe canal and branches 
were surrounded by the Midland and the Great South- 
ern and Western Railways of Ireland, and were thus 
subjected to keen competition; in consequence, 
and with a desire to follow out the advice of the arbi- 
trators who had lately arranged the terms of agree- 
ment between these two railway companies, it was 
—— by the canal company to sell the canal to 

th companies jointly for the sum ‘of £333,000. The 
navigation of this canal was at present under the con- 
tro! of the Board of Works in Ireland, and the com- 
panies had no objection to leave it under that control, as 
at t; but the Board of Trade in England, though 
fully convinced of the necessity that the canal should 
be left in the hands of a powerful solvent company, 
such as either of these railways was, attempted to in- 
troduce such clauses as would place them under 
arbitrary control. He (the learncd counsel) knew no 
instance where a Government Board sought such an 
administrative capacity as they did in the present case, 
and the petitioners who would appear against 
the bill, though fully convinced of the necessity of this 
dle, sought to take advantage of these suggestions 
to — the companies under such reductiens of toll, 
and to secure such advantages as could not be submit- 
ted to by the two companies. For, however desirous 
the two boards might to save the public expense, 
they could not be expected to subject themselves to 
Government control such as was never before sought 
to be exercised. To give one instance : it was proposed 
that a board of control should be appoin by the 
Board of Works, which should have power to make 
such works or repairs on the canal, at the expense of 
both companies, as this board might seem fit. It was 
quite unusual thus to invest an administrative tribu- 
nal with such authority; and the railway companies 
maintained that if they were to undertake the respon- 
sibility, as owners ot highways, of keeping them in 
repairs, they should as other owners be subject to a 
judicial authority, and not to the control of a Govern- 
ment department. The companies proposed to introdace 
a classification of tolls, instead of the former system. 
Under the old system the toll of the Canal Company 
was an uniform rate of threepence Irish per ion per 
Irish mile, which, he believed, was a mileage rate of 
twopence English. Instead of this, the companies 
would introduce’a schedule which would, on an average, 
be lower ; but the petitioners sought to have these re- 
duced still further, and objected to powerful companies, 
who were determined to devote their best exertions to 
the proper working of the canal, having the power to 
lay on such a system of rates as would repay their in- 
vestment of capital upon it. He hoped they would not 
be subjected to the charge of not wishing to mect with 
the requirements of the public on the one hand, or of 
aiming at establishing a monopoly on the other. 

Mr. W. Dinges La Touche, of the firm of La Touche 
and Company,and Chairman of the Grand Canal of 
Dublin, was examined, and said—I have been connected 
with the Grand Canal since its commencement. It was 
formed under the lith and 12th Geo. III., c. 71. As 
first projected, it was to run from Dublin to Shannon 
Harbour, with branch to Naas and Corbally. After- 
wards a braueh was laid to Athy, and one to Miltown. 
This original scheme was completed in 1805. After- 
wards three branches to Mountmellick, Ballinasioe, 
and Kilbelleck were planned and coustructed by Go- 
vernment for the relief of the pour. To finish the 
original plan 41,168,290, Irish money, were borrowed, 
independent of £106,290 of a Government grant. 
From 1827 to 1832 the Government advanced the ne- 
cessary sum for constructing the three branches, but 
found it so unprofitable an investment that in 1844 they 
sold these branches to the company for £10,000. In 
1810 the Directors of the Board of bhas Navigation 
examined the state of the company, and found it em- 
barrassed. It was agreed that the Government, to 
enable them to liquidate their debts, rhould advance 
£150,000, and the company provide additional capital 
of £50,000, and that a reserve of £30,000 should be 
created for the mecting of emergencies, In 1848 th 
debt was reduced to £695,663. At this time the Great 
Southern and Western had opened part of their line. 
An arrangement was entered into between the Canal 
and Great Southern and Western, that the Great 
Southern and Western should be charged 24. ton 
per mile, and that the Canal Company should withdraw 
122 boats.

la 1848, the Canal Company entered into 
an arrangement with their shareholders, by which 
they agreed to accept £9 for their share of 
£100, and the different debentures were changed into 
stock. The consvlidated stock amounted to 4683, 000. 
These regulations were carried out under Act of Par- 
liament. The sinking fund of £30,000 was done away 
with, aud a reserve fund of £10,000 provided in 1848, 
and the canal was debarred from borrowing money 
without the leave of the Lord Lieutenant. The Great 
Southern and Western Railway so hemmed them in 
that they were obliged to become their own carriers in 
1850, as their principal carrier declined to compete with 
that company any longer. The Midland Kailway ever 
acted harmoniously with the canal. In (852, 4 
heguciation was entered into by the Great Southern 
and Western to purchase the canal, but the negocia- 
tion was broken off, and the Midiand offered 
447 los. Midland stock for every £100 of the canal 
stock, and eventually the canal was leased to the Midland 
Company for £19,654 per annum for the tolls, which 
lease must expire in July next. The canal in the hands 
of either of these two companies, would do serious in- 
jury to the other. The proposal to sell the canal to 
the two companies jointly for £550,000 was with the 
consent of the shareholders and ifthis be not get “dl, 
and the two companies unite in competing with — 
they could never carry on any trade wh ch would re- 
turn a profit.

GRAND CANAL, MIDLAND GREAT WESTERN AND 
GREAT SOUTHERN AND WESTERN RAILWAY 
COMPANIES OF IRELAND. 

(FROM OUR STECIAL CORRESPONDENT.) 
London, Wednesday. 

The Sclect Committee of the House of Lords to whom 
thie bill was referred resumed their sittings this morning 
at eleven o'clock. 

Captain Huish, lately manager for 18 years of the 
North Western Railway of England, was examined. 
Ile said that he had been appointed arbitrator, with Mr. 
Watkin as associate, to arrange the differences between 
the Midland Great Western and the Great Southern and 
Western Railway Companies of Ireland. Up to this ap- 
pointment, about a year and a half ago, he had no con- 
nection with either railway. The arbitrators, Mr. Wat- 
kina and witness, asked for as large powers as possible. 
They felt that they must keep in view the interests of 
the public as well as their duty to the companies. The 
competition which bad been going on, they were 


well aware, would not serve the public in the 
end, and would be sure to injure the 
companies. On the reeult of their arbitration must de- 


pend, they were well aware, the future weil-being of the 
railway system of Ireland. One puint which was referred 
to their consideration was the Athlone question, This 
they conceived settled, by Parliament having granted 
the constructi n of the line from Tullamore to Athlone 
to the Great Southern and Western Company; and this 
line wae selected dy them as the boundary between the 
two companies. Another point referred to them was the 
question of the Grand Canal. They felt that with the 
mutual jealousies existing between two such companies, 
they could not hand the exclusive control of W to either. 
From the evidence laid before them it could not be self- 
supporting, and to leave it independent would result in 
its becoming a dry ditch. They accordingly decided 
that both companies should have the joint management. 
The arbitrators found it necessary to call in an umpire, 
and selected Mr. Leeman, of York, to act in that capa- 
city, who attended most of their important consulta- 
tions. The tolls now proposed to be charged were 
lowerithan those upon any other canal in Great Britain. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Phinn, 0 C.—The public were 
not represented before the arbitrators. The goods car- 
ried on the canal were ofa lower class than on the 
railwaya, such as manure, stones, Kc. He did not think 
that cither railway would be guilty of such a folly as to 
lower their rates, in order to compete with the canal. 
The award which the arbitrators had made binds the 
companies for 10 years if this act be net carried. Should, 
however, Parliament pass this bill, the award was to be 
perpetually in force. 

Lord Taunton—What do you think of Government 
control in a case like the present ? How would it 
work ? 

Captain Huish—It would be perfectly innocent, and 
do neither good aor harm. 

Examination resumed—tlad seen the scale of tolls 
prepared for the Grand Canal by Sir Richard Griffith. 
They were lower than those proposed by the bill. 

Lord Taunton—Do you, Captain Ifuish, look to the 
provisions of this bill, or to the interests of the com- 
panies, forthe preservation of the canal ? 

Captain Huish—I look to both. The comparies would 
be compelled, by the provisions of the bill, to keep up a 
certain scale of tolla, and they could not, without injury 
to themselves, lower the rates upon the railways to those 
upon the canals. 

Lord Taunton— Have you any objection to the com- 
panies being placed under Government control ? 

Captain Huish—The companies should be bound, by 
the severest measures, to preserve the canal in work- 
ing order, but the mode in which the petitioners propose 
to carry this out is objectionable. 

Mr. Watkins who had acted as arbitrator with Cap- 
tain Huish, stated that it was the interest of the Mid- 
land Company to endeavour to obtain as high rates as 
possible, eo as to increase the receipts. The Great 
Southern and Western had not so strong an interest 
in the preservation of the canal as the Midland Com- 


y. 
Te Mr. O'Malley, QC.—The courtsof law would be 
the best tribunal to which to refer any dispute between 
the companies and the Board of Works. Government 
interference in such a case would be vexatious, an | was 
unknown in England. 


Several gentlemen connected with amalgamated 
echemes of railways and canals in Englind were called 
upon to prove that the tendency of such amalgamation 
was to benefit the canal, and that the tolls proposed 
to be charged were unusually low.
